great Number of Illuſtrious Prifoners he 
had taken ; among whom were the Em: 
preſs Eudoxia, with her two Daughters, 
Eudoxia, and Placidia. 

After Gerſeric was retreated, Avitus was 
acknowledg'd Emperor of Rowe : The 
Army of the Gaz!s having before proclaim- 
ed him : But the Romans loon grew weary 
of kim ; finding his Court compoſed, not 
only of Gzuls, but alſo of Officers and Sol- 
diers of lis Army, being the moſt part 
Barbarians : Finding himſelf to be very 
much hatred for thar Cauſe, he willingly 
refign'd up the Empire, and retired to Au- 
wvergne, his Native Country, to live there 
as a private Perſon ; expreſling a great 
Mark of his Moderation and Temper.
